Sweeping Coercion Bill Intro- 


duced iu Parliament. 


A cable special to the New York 


Herald from London, of the 24th inst. 
says: The Government Coercion bill 
was introduced to-night in the House of 
Commons. It is called a "Bill for Pro- 
tecting Life and Property," and is a 
coercive measure, pure and simple. 
It 


enables the Lord-Lieutenant to issue a 
warrant for the arrest of anybody sus- 
pected of treasonable designs, or of 
being connected with agarian outrages. 
Persons so arrested may be detained as 
persons accused of crime. The powers 
conferred by the Act are to remain in 
force until the 30th of September next. 
In other words, the personal liberty of 
nil persons in Ireland is placed at the 
mercy of the Lord-Lieutenant. 
Mr. 


Forster introduced the bill in an adroit 
speech, with great dramatic power which 
made a marked impression upon the 
House. An overwhelming majority of 
the English members appeared to be 
quite convinced of the necessity of the 
measure, and seemed to regard Mr. 
Forster'H 
statement 
as 
conclusive. 


Many Radicals, however, declare pri- 
vately that no sufficient cause was made 
by Mr. Forster for the suspension of the 
constitutional rights of the Irish, and 
some are expected to speak to. this 
effect.
